Before the people generally 
are led to vote for such a change 
therefore, it would be in order 
to consider some aspects of the| 
situation that might have escap- 
ed our attention and at least 
give the matter some serious 
fhought and not be misled by| 
the emotional appeal of some 
Catch phrase or other. 

Tbe catch phrase that has real 
ly set in motion this appeal to 
lower the voting age is that "if| 
our boys are old enough to fight 
they are old enough to vote." 
This situation, of course, has| 
been brought dramatically to the| 
attention of the nation during 
the past two decades, when thou-| 
sands of boys under 21 fought 
In the Korean War and in the 
Vietnam War, and when still 
more thousands 'have been, and 
are being, drafted. 

It would be dangerous, how- 
ever, to let an emotional ap-| 
peal and a catch phrase cause 
us to tamper with so vital a mat- 
ter as the voting franchise. 

So let's consider this “old 
enough to fight, old enough to| 
Vole" argument. And in doing 
so, we might well remember that! 
there were American boys much 
younger even than 18 who 
fought in the, Revolutionary War 
and the War Between the 
States. There were American! 
boys — and girls, too, for that 
matter — who fought the In- 
dians and other -enemies all 
through the era when our na- 
tion was being settled. 

There is no question of the 
bravery of our American boys 
or their ability to fight. Thel 
question is that of deciding on a 
voting age, because so long as 
the right’ to vote is determined 
by age there must be a dividing 
line. We must either retain the 
dividing line based on age or 
drop the quest 


that is where the whole argu. 
ment of lowering the voting age 
falls flat. The advocates of such 
change are basing their argu- 
ment on something besides age, 
but they are still using age as a 
determinant. Actually. there are 
plenty of boys 18 years old — 
and younger — who are much 
more capable of casting an in- 
Telligent vote than many men 
28 Years old or 78 years old. 
There are individuals who will 
never be able to cast intelligent 
votes, no matter how long they 
live, But the right of franchise 
is based on age. It could be bas- 
ed on something else, but it 
isn't. It might not be a bad idea 
if it we based on something 
else, 

And if the age limit is lower- 
ed because boys of 18 can fight, 
it will also have to be lowered 
lor che girls. Remember, we 
have woman suffrage! The argu- 
ment that girls should also be 
drafted would therefore be just 
ab valid as the argument that 
the voting age should be lower- 
ed. And we should remember.

Actually Wallace Boost 


When a man commits “political hari-kiri" there usually *

Friday as the Republican nominee for president. R 

The announcement made by Gov. Kirk suggests two pos- 
sible motives. He said he wanted “to get the nomination 
man who can win.” He said he acted primarily out of a 
that Alabama's Gov. George Wallace was gaining strength, is 
the South and could jeopardize the election prospects of any 
Republican candidate who depended heavily on Southern supe!

He did not suggest an even more obvious possible motive: 
that a deal had been made on the vice presidential nomjpation. :: 


rk's expressed desire to get the nomination for a winner 
surely is one held by every good Republican — most of whom ., 
seem to feel that former vice president Richard M. Nixon is that 
man. At last report, a 
was numbered among those. 

Somewhat strangely, the greatest emphasis in Kirk's an- 
mouncement was on the Wallace strength, and the part he wants 
to play in nullifying it by going into Alabama “to talk logic" to- 
the voters there. “The whole issue is Wallace,” said Kirk, add- 
ing that he felt Wallace's candidacy would only split the party 
if Nixon is chosen as the GOP candidate. 

This implication is lacking both in logic and evidence. On 
the contrary, recent voler opinion polls show that Wallace would 
make a far stronger showing against Rockefeller than he would 
against Nixon. 

A Gallup Poll last week showed that Wallace would get 33 
per cent of the vote in the South if the choice were among Hi 
Phrey, Nixon and Wallace. He would get 39 per cent if the 
choice were among Humphrey, Rockefeller and Wallace. Nation- 
wide, the Wallace vote rose by $ per cent where Rockefeller'a 
name was substituted for Nixon, 

We can agree with Gov, Kirk that a vote for Wallace is a 
wasted vote. It could do nothing more than throw the election: 
into the House of Representatives and assure a Democratic pre- 
sident, All current indications are that nomination of Rocke- 
feller on the Republican ticket would help the former Alabama 9 
governor’ throw that political monkey wrench into the presiden- 
tial election mi A È 
Gov. Kirk's stated reasons for breaking with the rest of the 
Florida delegation to the national convention therefore are not 
convincing. Only the long-shot possibility that his vice presidential 
aspirations may be enhanced has any resemblance to logic. 

But maybe both Kirk and Rockefeller are just kidding. Their 
public expressions of devotion to each other were masterpieces 
lof caution. 

Said Rockfeller of Kirk: “This man has the potential to be. 
the vice presidential candidate.” s 
Said Kirk of Rockefeller: "I personally am taking the posi- 
tion today that I advocate Mr. Rockefeller . . . At the moment. 

I am of the feeling that be should be our candidate.”
